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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' filing of July 23, 2010, in response to the action of April 29, 2010, is 
acknowledged. It is acknowledged that Claim 1 has been cancelled and Claims 2, 3, 10, and 35 
have been amended. Claims 2-27, 29, and 33-46 are pending. Claims 3-27, 29, 33, 34, and 36- 
46 were previously withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being 
drawn to nonelected inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Claims 2 and 
35 are hereby reconsidered. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Claims 

Cancel Claims 3-27, 29, 33, and 34-46. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given by Bill Schmidt on August 24, 

2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 2 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The allowable claim, Claim 1, is limited to an isolated polypeptide consisting of SEQ ID 
NO: 6, SEQ ID NO: 10, or SEQ ID NO: 14. Said polypeptides are free of the art. The utility 
of said polypeptides is based on the following. 
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Nakamura et al, 2002 teaches that the polypeptide consisting of residues 26-68 of human 
fibulin-5/DANCE binds CHO cells transfected with integrins av(33, av|35, or a9|31 and that 
antibodies to human a9, human av|33, and human avP5 inhibit said binding (Fig 5). The 
polypeptides consisting of SEQ ID NO: 6, SEQ ID NO: 10, and SEQ ID NO: 14 are each 54 
amino acids and comprise the 43 amino acid polypeptide set forth by residues 26-68 of human 
fibulin-5/DANCE. Thus, the skilled artisan would believe that, more likely than not the 
polypeptides consisting of SEQ ID NO: 6, SEQ ID NO: 10, and SEQ ID NO: 14 also 
specifically bind integrins avP3, avP5, and a9pi. For these reasons, the polypeptides consisting 
of SEQ ID NO: 6, SEQ ID NO: 10, and SEQ ID NO: 14 have a specific, substantial, and 
credible patentable utility as binding partners for integrins avP3, avP5, and a9pi, such that the 
polypeptides have real world use for isolating said integrins and study of their structure and 
function.
